Catholic Association for Inter- 
national Peace, on its 25th anni- 
versary, “for working. so wisely 
and energetically to promote the 
cause of peace among men of all 
communities.” 


Convention participants heard a 
re-elected NCEA Vice President 
General, Father Cunningham, call 
for a “6-4-4 plan” of education, re- 
ducing the number of elementary 
school years from eight to six “for 
the average student.” The Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame professor advo- 
cated such a system for about 50 
per cent of the school population, 
with more years of schooling for 
the lower quarter of students and 
less for the upper quarter. 


Such a reorganization would in- 
volve only “problems of adminis- 
tration,” he said, would eliminate 
“wasted years” for the greater por- 
tion of students, and would bring 
the average student to completion 
of his general education at the age 
of 20 instead of 22. 


An armed forces chaplain, the 
Rev. (Maj.) Paul J. Cuddy of 
Lackland Air Foree Base, San 
Antonio, Tex., presented statistics 
at the convention indicating much 
higher attendance at Sunday Mass 
by former students at Catholic 
schools than by young Catholic 
servicemen generally. 


“In tabulating the statistics 
from an average section of 203 men 
between the ages of 17 and 21, | 
found 55 per cent were regular at 
Sunday Mass, 45 per cent irregu- 
larly at Mass or not at all, and 29 
per cent little more than nominal 
Catholics as far as Mass attend- 
ance is concerned,” he said. 


“It may give heart to you who 
are teachers in Catholic schools 
that of this group 54 had an aver- 
age of at least 10 years in Cath- 
olic schools, and of these 76 per 
cent were regular in attendance at 
Mass, 24 per cent irregular, but 
only 9 per cent could. be classed 
as nominal.”

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Priest Puts Bible In Colorful Dress 
And Easy To Read As Newspapers 


CHICAGO (AP)—A young priest has brought out 
one of the oldest printed books—the Bible—in colorful 
dress. 


His aim was to make the volume as eye-catching and 
easy to read as 1951 style newspapers and pictorial maga- 
zines. 


The result is the new Holy Family Edition of the 
Roman Catholic Bible. 


The publishers wanted an attractive book. What they 
got, in their words, was “‘the first Catholic Bible in many 
decades that escapes the somber, forbidding appearance 
so typical of most editions of the scriptures.” / 


THE PRIEST who bossed the 
thorough-going transformation 
task is strapping, sandy-haired 
Father John P. O’Connell. Sam- 
uel Cardinal Stritch, head of the 
Roman Catholic archdiocese of 
Chicago, assigned him to the ed- 
itor’s job in 1948, 


Father O’Connell, then only 31 
years old, was assistant pastor 
at the Immaculate Conception 
Church in suburban Highland 
Park and taught biblical sub- 
— at Barat College in Lake 
‘orest. 


The text is printed in large-. 
size type. Biblical verses are 
grouped into paragraphs. Each 
paragraph has a subhead. 


The over-all idea was to make 
the whole thing easy to read. 
The capsuling of subject matter 
in subheads makes it easy for the 
reader to find any particular pas- 
sage. 


Many of the biblical episodes 
—gsuch as the stories of Moses 
or David or the crucifixion—take 
the form of picture stories—se- 
quences of colored paintings. 
They are presented in rich hues, 
Each has a caption explaining 
the action portrayed. 


THE PAINTINGS—335 in all 
—were selected from the works 
of .James Joseph Jacques Tissot, 
15th Century French artist, who 
made a pilgrimage to the Holy 
Land to obtain realistic detail. 
Father O’Connell and his ad- 
visors fancied his paintings be- 
cause they seemed to have an 
“archaeological accuracy” and a 
photographic quality. 


The youthful priest moved in- 
to an office, took off his coat 
(literally) and went to work. He 
labored, usually six days a week, 
for two and a half years. 

“I7p TO 80 YEARS ago every 
family had a _ Bible,” Father 
O’Connell says. “It was a fix- 
ture in the furnishings of every 
home. But it was somber in 
appearance and funeral in tone.” 


Father O’Connell’s mission, is 
he saw it, was to put the Good 
Book back in its once-honored 
place in the parlor. 


“We wanted a Bible for family 
reading,” he says. “We wanted 
one every member could read and 
understand,” 


So he took the best available 
Catholic translation of the scrip- 
tures and set out to present them 
in a popular form. 


There is no change in the text, 
but there is a radical change in 
format, typography and illustra- 
tion. 

THE YOUNG EDITOR drew 
inspiration from newspapers and 
magazines. - He. like the way 
they handled maps and photo- 


The Tissot pictures were pho- 
tographed in color. .Full color 
plates were made and the cap- 
tions set in type. Editor O’Con- 
nell says the cost of reproduct- 
ion, added up to about $200,000. 


War-time techniques of news- 
papers and news magazines were 
used in drafting the 43 two-color 
pictorial maps. They not only 
show the geographic features — 
towns, countries, and seas—but 
also the travel of the chief char- 
acters. 


The single, six-pound volume 
runs 1,732 pages. It bears the 
imprimatur of Cardinal Stritch.

In making this last’ comment 
Monsignor Hochwalt, who was re- 
elected during the convention to 
another three-year term as NCEA 
secretary general, said at a press 
conference that he had been active 
in the Catholic education field since 
1937, and this reply to the attacks 
by public educators was the first 
time he had made a pronouncement 
critical of some phases of public 
education. 


But the Catholic education lead- 
er did not stop there. He flung 
back into the teeth of President 
James B. Conant of privately-en- 
dowed Harvard University, who 
somehow wound up at the public 
school administrators’ convention 
attacking private secondary 
schools, his demand that. “the hos- 
tile critics of the public schools in 
the United States show their col- 
ors.” Dr. Conant seemingly aimed 
this barb at Catholic education. 


“Just how do Catholics stand on 
public education?” asked Monsig- 
nor Hochwalt. 


It is appropriate here to reiter- 
ate the traditional Catholic posi- 
tion on the American public 
schools, . 


“1. Catholics believe in the pub- 
lic schools. 


“2. Catholics believe that as citi- 
zens, like all other citizens; they 
have an obligation to pay taxes 
for the adequate support of the 
public schools in their community.

Another convention speaker. re- 
plying to the serious charges by 
several public educators was Dr, 
James M. O’Neill of Brooklyn Col- 
lege, who is reasonably experienc- 
ed at dealing with smears on the 
Catholic Church since he is the 
author of the recently-published 
“Catholicism and American Free- 
dom,” a decided critique of anti- 
Catholic Paul Blanshard’s “Ameri- 
can Freedom and Catholic Power.” 


Dr. O'Neill voiced the comment 
of participants at this Kansas City 
convention in the heart of America 
that “now we’re from Missouri and 
we've got to be shown.” He noted 
that at the Boston public aducator’s 
conference no evidence was offered 
to back charges that independent 
schools are “divisive,” and in. con- 
sequence he asked for “a bill of 
particulars.” 


“IT have been reading similar 
claims from a variety of writers 
and speakers for a number of 
years, he said. “I have never 
yet found a single one who offered 
any evidence whatever in support 
of this position,” 


Dr. O’Neill, who has written sev- 
eral historical books, observed that 
“independent. schools are genera- 
tions older than public schools in 
this country.” 


“We have had the present sys- 
tem of public school education, al- 
most totally divorced from any re- 
hgious teaching, only for about 50 
years or less, as every person who 
knows the history. of American ed- 
ucation knows,” he said.

He Forgets History 


Commenting on Dr. Conant’s as- 
sertion that independent schools 
like the parochial school bring a 
‘divisive attitude’ into American 
society, Archbishop Cushing said 
that “such a statement from such 
a source is astonishing.” 

“It is also a little exasperating, 
coming as it does from the Presi- 
dent of Harvard University, in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
in this late year of grace,’ Arch- 
bishop Cushing continued. “A per- 
son familiar with the history of 
education in Massachusetts must, 
have difficulty believing his own 
ears when he is told that the con- 
cept of aid to children in religious 
schools is some new phenomenon, 
and when he is told that private 
schools, and particularly private 
schools operating on a religious 
basis, have recently brought ‘clea- 
yages’ and ‘divisive attitudes 
into American society, particularly 
in the last 20 years.” 

Archbishop Cushing _ recalled 
that even before there was a pos-

a hundred years ago, not even in 
England. Spain until recent years 
had a high state of illiteracy, but, 
according to the Encyclopedia 
Americana, the population of Eng- 
land a century ago was no more 
literate than that of Spain in the 
same era. 

(8) The charge that Luther had 
never seen the Bible until after he 
left the Catholic Church, that 
Catholics are not allowed to read 
the Bible, is pure fable and fiction, 
As a priest Luther was obliged to 
devote at least an hour a day to 
reading the Bible. Between the 
time of the invention of the print- 
ing press and his apostasy many 
‘editions of the Bible had been 


printed in German and circulated 
throughout Germany, which was 
then entirely Catholic. . 


(9) How about the charge that 
the Church was guilty of “Bible- 


burning” on several occasions? Of 


course, it was not the Church, but 
some local ecclesiastic who ordered 
people to burn what he was certain 
were faulty versions of the Bible, 
and, therefore, were not entitled to 


be called “the word of God.” 
God Himself would be the first 


to resent any tampering with the 
Scriptures, and then crediting the 
altered text to Him. Not even a 
human author would permit you ‘to 
misquote him. 


Is An Infallible 
Authority Needed? 


HRIST’S last words. to the

3. A more serious matter is that 
this article insinuates and boldly 
states the old and oft refuted 
calumny that the Church, through 
her clergy,. prevented the laity 


from reading the Bible. It claims, |

The writer forgets that during

The grave error at the root of 
the unwarranted praise now 
heaped upon the ng James 
Bible is the assumption that it is 
the Bible. In fact, no translation, 
though its language and rhythm 
be ever so beautiful, merits re- 
spect as Scripture unless it agrees 
with the original, as it came from 
the pen of the sacred writer. Hen¢ée 
if there were any truth in the con- 
tention that “its spiritual beauty 
and moral fiber have become the 
foundation of modern ethics,” it 
would be owing to its conveying 
God's message. 


But every scholar, whether 
Protestant or Catholic, knows how 
unfaithful to the original this Bible 
often is, And it is simply wrong to 
give the impression that in roading 
the King James Bible one has al 
that can be desired in the way of 
Scripture. 


The Reader's Digest article, and 
the book it condenses, are not the 
only instances of this type of mis- 
guidance. In fact there is nothing 
new in the effort; it has all been. 
said before many times. We can- 
not help but regard the publica-

country: it is called the Darjeel- 
ing district in India on the bord- 
ers of Nepal. If you will take a 
~ map of the world, first find 

ew York on the top, then with 
your finger, go one half way 
around the globe. In this way you 
will arrive at Calcutta in India. 
Then turn the globe around; now 
go 400 miles north and you will 
come to the highest mountain in 
the world. This is Mount Everest. 
If you climb up to its top you will 
look down and see at your feet 
four “forbidden” states. These are 
Tibet, Sikkim, Bhutan and Nepal. 
It is in Darjeeling, the district 
bordering on three of these states 
where 17 Canadian Jesuits are 
working for the conversion of the 
Nepali people. 

Next, I dare say you will want 
to know something of the country 
itself. You can well imagine that 
if we are only 100 miles southeast 
of Mount Everest, we must be 
very high in the mountains too. 
Indeed we are. The mission and 
school are on one ridge and the 
parish we take care of is on the 
other ridge, so when I visit my 
parish I have to climb down 5,000 
feet to the valley, then cross a 
river, and climb 8,000 feet up to 
the ridge on 
the other side. 
We do this 
mostly on foot, 
and it takes 
two hours to go 
down, and five 
hours to climb) 
up the other 
side. If we are 
in a hurry we 
use a Tibetan pony, but this does- 
n't really help, for the pony doesn’t 
go any faster than we do. 

When—you in America want to 
see whether it is a good day, you 
look out of the window and up in 
the sky to see what kind of clouds 
there are. But we live so high up 
in the mountains that when we 
want to see what kind of weather 
we will have, we look down to see 
what kind of clouds are coming up 
from the valley. Often when we 
walk down to the valleys we walk 
the first 2,000 feet in sunshine, 
then we walk right through a 
cloud and come out underneath it, 
and then down to the valley to the 
river. 


NOTE: The letter above is only 
a small part of what Father Mack- 
ey has written. Next week we will 
read about that interesting coun- 
try of Nepal — about the famous 
Ghurka soldiers (for Nepal is 
their home), about the snakes that 
live in these mountains, about the 
food, and the quinine that grows
